RAIL WAGE FICHT 


‘MAY BE AVERTED 


—o 


CHICAGO, June 15,.--()—The 
railroads demanded today that a 10 
per cent temporary deduction from 
their union employes’ pay checks be 
replaced with a permanent reduction 
of 22 1-2 per cent. 

‘The demand was made in a siate- 
ment from the American Railway Ex- 
ecutives Association and was  ad- 
dressed to the Railway Labor Ex- 
ecutives’ Association, comprised of the 
heads of 24 railroad labor unions. 

A conference with the union lead- 
ers was requested by the roads for 
July 12 in Chieago. The proposed 
reduction would be effective November 
1, when the period covered by a con- 
tract covering the 10 per cent deduc- 
tion ends. 

Labor leaders were prompt in de- 
claring they. would accept no reduc- 
tion; that the time has come for wage 
increases, not decreases. Executives 
of the railroads were equally insis- 
tent that they would make no con- 
cessions, 

From sources within both the ranks 
of labor and employer, however, came 
unofficial predictions that a compro- 
mise would be effected, if not in the 
conference opening July 12, expetced 
to be long and stormy, then certain- 
ly when the matter comes before a 
United Sjates mediator. 

“The proposal will bring the rates 
of their workers more nearly in line 
with living costs and with rates paid 
in other industries,” said the roads 
statement, signed by W. F. Thiehoff, 
chairman of the managers’ committee 
of the executives’ association, 

“Unlike other industries, the rail- 
roads have not reduced basic rates 
from the peaks established in pros- 
perous years, such basic rates still 
being in effect subject to a 10 per 
cent deduction from pay rates.” 

Asked for comment in reply to 
Thiehoff, union leaders referred to 
recent comment by A. F, Whitney, 
head of the labor executives’ associa- 
tion, who recently satd: “The unions 
will tie up the whole country rather 
than take another cut.” ; 

“While everyone is preparing for 
inflation.” Whitney said, “they (the 
railroads) want to deflate still further. 
The cost of living is increasing and 
railroad revenue is doing likewise. We 
absolutely will not take a cut.” 

Railroadsewere reported unanimous- 
ly in acord with Thiehoff and his 
managers’ committee of nine. All 
wage negotiations must be carried on 
through the committee; no road hav- 
ing plans to deal directly with one or 
more of the unions involved. 

The unions affected bave 2 com- 
bined membership of more than 900,- 


000, but only a percentage of them | 


would feel the cut. Many of them 
have been unemployed or working 
short time for months.
